County Detective Joseph Mitchell 
Said the number of dead would 
reach “at least 100” and that the 
mumber of injured, trapped be- 
meath the blazing canvas when it 
collapsed at 2:45 p. m. in the 
midst of the afternoon perform- 
ance, was beyond immediate es- 
timate. 

Deputy Police Chief Michael J. 
Godfrey estimated the dead at 
scores’, while two priests who 
went to the scene to administer 
last rites said a death toll of 50 
Was conservative. 


hTe fire broke out just after 
the first act of the afternoon per- 
formance, Instantly, eyewitnesses 
said, a scene of laughter and 
gaiety became a terrifying scene 
of frantic mothers calling for their 
children, roaring animals, and 
crackling flames. 

Armory Emergency Hospital. 

Emergency crews quickly swung 
into action. Gov. Raymond E. 
Baldwin ordered the Connecticut 
State Guard to the scene, while 
State Police Commissioner Edward 
J. Hickey, who was in the audi- 
ence when the fire broke out, 
mobilized his entire department. 


State police announced an hour 
after the disaster that the State 
Armory would be opened as an 
emergency hosp.tal, because the 
scope of the disaster was beyond 
the capacity of local hospitals. 


6000 Inside Tent, 


John M. Parsons, chief usher for 
the circus, estimated 6000 persons 
were in the tent when the first 
tiny flames began to creep up one 
corner of the big tent near the 
entrance.

Army ordnance orders placed 
with plants in the St. Louis area 
have increased about 125 million 
dollar in‘'the last six months, and 
are now at the highest point since 
the war began, Russell E. Gard- 
ner Jr., chief of the St. Louis 
| Ordnance Distict, announced to- 
day in appealing to workers to 
avoid any letup in production. 

Army orders for ordnance items 
have reached unprecedented vol- 
‘ume not only in the St. Louis 
| area but in the eight and one-half 
‘states which comprise the St. 
Louis Ordnance District, Gardner 


reported. Actual figures were 
‘withheld for reasons of military 
security. 


War Production Board figures 
reflect the domimant role of St. 
Louis. Government orders for all 
kinds of war supplies placed in 
the St. Louis area since June, 
1940, amount to $2,309,274,000, the 
Chamber of Commerce announced. 
Six months ago the total was 
| $1,600,000,000. 
| The record volume of ordnance 
orders is even more impressive in 
view of the fact that contracts 
have been terminated on many 
items no longer needed, Gardner 
said. Some items, production of 
which had been curtailed, are now 
being turned out in full volume 
once more, 


New Materiel. 

A number of new ordnance 
items are now being produced in 
St. Louis plants, he said, citing 
‘anti-tank mines, larger bombs, 
'certain typea of fuses and a spe- 
cial kind of @mmunition contain- 
er. These are so new that details 
must be withheld. 

The American Car and Foundry 
Co. plant at St. Charles is..build- 
ing 100 new hospital cars and is 
converting 120 others for the 
Army to care for invasion casual- 
ties, it was announced by the War 
Department in Washington last 
night. The cars will have built- 
in kitchens for use when dining 
cars are not available. 

Despite termination of primary 
trainer plane production here, the 
Army Air Forces Materiel Com- 
mand has increased its over-all 
orders in the St. Louis area, air- 
plane accessories produced here 
having increased in number and 
importance, Col. William H. Fred- 
erick, Air Forces representative 
here, reported. 

About 12 firms are working on 
subcontracts ror the B-29 super- 
fortress, he said, while contracts 
have been expanded with the 
American Stove Co., which pro- 
duces auxiliary gasoline tanks for 
fighter escort planes; Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation, which manu- 
factures sections of the C-46 trans- 
port plane, and the Emerson Elec- 
tric Manufacturing Co. which 
produces airplane gun turrets, 

The big increase in volume of 
Army ordnance orders applies 
largely to automotive vehicles, 
heavy artillery and heavy shell 
items. An order for 105-milli- 
meter howitzer shells to the Chev- 
rolet Motor Division of General 
Motors Corporation was  an- 
nounced last week. The Standard 
Steel Spring Co. is now beginning 
production of heavy-duty truck 
axles in its Madison plant. 

Gains in the above lines, while 
not expected altogether to offset 
sharp curtailment and heavy lay- 
offs at the St. Louis Ordnance 
Plant, nevertheless emphasize the 
need for both trained and un- 
trained workers and for unflag- 
ging production, it was explained.

LONDON, July 6 (AP).—Ger- 
man flying bombs have killed 2752 
persons and wounded 8000 others 
since blind robot attacks, centered 
on London, started three weeks 
ago, Prime Minister Churchill dis- 
closed to the House of Commons 
today. He said 2750 robot bombs 
have been discharged against 
England in three weeks. 

More than 10,000 of the casual- 
ties up to 6 a. m. today were in 
London, and Churchill announced 
that children already were being 
sent from the capital as they were 


in the “blitz” days four years ago. 
(Until today censorship has kept 
secret the fact that London was a 
robot target.) 


As he gave a grim accounting 
for the first time of the effect of 
Hitler's new weapon, the Royal 
Air Force again smashed at 
launching bases on the French 
coast. Churchill said that so far 
about 50,000 tons of Allied bombs 
have been dropped on these tar- 

ot. 


More Britons have been killed 
by flying bombs in Southern Eng- 
land than were killed in the first 
15 days or the Battle’ of Nor- 
mandy, Churchill disclosed, A total 
of 1842 Britons were killed in that 
period in France, 


War Comes First. 


Although putting London on a 
blitz basis, with casualty lists to 
be announced monthly, Churchill 
served notice that military opera- 
tions in France came first. 

“I do not want there to be any 
misunderstanding about it,” he 
said, “We shall not allow the bat- 
tle operations in Normandy or the 
attacks we are making against 
special targets in Germany to 
suffer. They come first. 

“We must fit in our own domes- 
tic arrangements into the general 
scheme of war operations. There 
can be no question of allowing the 
slightest weakening of the battle 
in order to diminish in scale the

China’s Internal Strife 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read with great interest the ar- 
ticle in last Thursday’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion by Dr. Wei Tao-ming, Chinese 
Ambassador to the United States. How- 
ever, there are several statements which, 
I believe, are inaccurate and misleading, 
and especially dangerous in that they 
will tend to lead Americans away from 
a proper solution of our problems in 
the East. 

Dr. Wei says that the Communists 
in China always maintained separate 
armed forces and separate government, 
and that they never intended to func- 
tion as a normal minority party. I would 
like to call to his attention the fact 
that in 1924 Dr. Sun Yat-sen, father of 
modern China, admitted Communists 
and representatives of the Chinese peas- 
ants to the Kuomintang, on a fully 
equal basis with the representatives of 
all other sections of the people. 

- > 


For several years the Kuomintang 
was truly a coalition government, Dr. 
Sun died in 1925, but the Communists 
retained a full share in Kuomintang 
activities and the Government. 

_ In April, 1927, Shanghai Chinese bank- 
ers, aided by foreign bankers, offered 
Chiang Kai-shek a loan of 25 million 
dollars if he would disarm and dissolve 
the trade unions and peasant leagues 
and purge Kuomintang of Communists. 
Chiang started the purge. There were 


no trials. Thousands of factory work- 
ers and intellectuals were killed out- 
right. 


Mme. Sun Yat-sen refused to lend her 
name to this slaughter, withdrew from 
the Kuomintang and went abroad, The 
Communists, far from refusing to par- 
take normally of civil life, were forci- 
bly expelled from China's Government. 

In November, 1936, after the Japanese 
had committed themselves to the con- 
quest of China, Chiang, who was still 
refusing to fight them and insisting 
on carrying on the exhausting civil 
war against the Communists which he 
had started in 1927, clashed with 
the “Young Marshal,” leader of Man- 
churian armies. 

=r > * 


Marshal Chiang accused the “Young 

Marshal” of failing to exterminate the 
Red Army. The “Young Marshal” re- 
plied, “I and my officers and men have 
obeyed you faithfully for years, believ- 
ing your promise to lead us against the 
Japanese. You have not done so. It is 
not too late. We now demand that 
you give us the right and opportunity 
to drive out the Japanese.” 
- Chiang’s answer was to call an anti- 
Red military’ conference for Dec. 7, 
‘1936. But his Manchurian Generals 
were not of a mind to ignore the Jap- 
anese menace any longer. The famous 
kidnaping occurred, in which Chiang 
was captured by the “Young Marshal.” 
The deadlock that resulted was broken 
by the arrival of-Red Army representa- 
tives, who took part in the succeeding 
parleys. A truce was signed on the ba- 
sis of a promise to cease all internal 
wars, and the foundation was laid for 
anti-Japanese unity. 

But Chiang has not yet carried out 
all the terms of the anti-Japanese truce. 
He is using his finest and best-trained 
armies to blockade the Northwest re- 
gions of China instead of to fight the Jap- 
anese. Although the Northwest regions 
are contributing some of the most 
skilled and persistent anti-Japanese sol- 
diers, they receive not one bit of help 
from the Central Government. 

. . . 


A giance at the present world situa- 
tion would prove to Dr. Wei that de- 
mocracy must not wait if China is to 
stay in the war. If he would look at 
Yugoslavia, whose effective resistance 
is based on unity with all groups, in- 
cluding the Communists; if he would 
look at Italy, where all efforts on be» 
half of the Allies are led by a coalition 
of all parties including the Commu- 
nists; if he would look at the United 
Nations themselves, where the Socialist 
Soviet Union, the limited monarchy of 
England and the Republic of the Unit- 
ed States have served together as the 
rallying point for freedom, he would 
realize that effective resistance to the 
Fascist enemy, Japanese or German, is 
most effectively based precisely on that 
democratic coalition of forces that in- 
cludes the Communists. 

Democracy and coalition are the only 
successful weapons against the common 
enemy. Divisions and interna] quarrels 
aré fatal. China must be helped to solve 
the problems of her internal divisions on 
a democratic basis if she is to survive.

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Bennett Clark’s Dangerous Candidacy 


We believe Missouri would be making a great 
mistake to. return Bennett Clark to the United 
States Senate for a third term? The safest and 
surest way to prevent such a happening would 
be for the independent-minded citizens of this 
State to defeat him in the August primary. If 
he gets the nomination, Clark might slip through 
with the rest of the ticket in November, in event 
of a Roosevelt landslide, 

The Senator might ride to victory on the coat- 
tails of a man he has bitterly opposed on scores 
of issues, domestic and foreign, since 1933. The 
Senator has shown no compunction in election 
years in seeking the support of the pro-Roosevelt 
followers. He did so in 1938. He is doing so 
again in 1944. His speech at Boonville in the 
middle of June reeked with fulsome praise of 
the President whose policies Clark has so often 
knifed in the Senate chamber. 

Perhaps this is a conventional hypocrisy. Many 
strange figures have leaped nimbly upon the 
President’s coattails in the last few years when 
it seemed expedient to do so. But surely the 
Senator cannot complain if this is called sharply 
to the attention of the independent voters, who 
are not as complacent about political hypocrisy 
as office-holders might wish. 

~ * * 

The principal reason we think it would be a 
mistake for Missouri to return Mr. Clark to the 
Senate is that he ‘is not to be trusted to approve 
the kind of postwar settlement that will insure 
the United States and the world against a third 
world war. The Senator is a potential Jim Reed, 
a possible modern counterpart of Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Hiram Johnson, Frank Brandegee and the 
other Senators who, after the First World War, 
scuttled the peace policies of Woodrow Wilson. 

Senator Clark is by deep conviction and by 
past performance an isolationist. While his sin- 


cere opposition to American entrance into this 


war was shared by many others, Clark went to 
extremes in his resistance and, in some cases, 
voted against measures vital to the safety of the 
United States, whether we were to enter the war 
or to stay out of it. We cite, for example, his 
opposition both to the original conscription bill 
and to the bill providing for its extension; we 
cite, also, his opposition to the naval expansion 
bill, authorizing fortification of Wake, Guam, 
Pearl Harbor, the Aleutians, Alaska and other 
Pacific possessions. 

When the war began, the Embargo Act for- 
bade Great Britain and France to purchase war 
munitions in this country. The Senator voted 
against repeal of this act, though the effect was 
to give an advantage to Germany, which was 
then well equipped with war munitions while 
Great Britain and France were not. The Senator 


voted against a long list of other war measures’ 


sponsored by the administration, including lend- 
lease. On the other hand, he favored a proposal 
to limit the use of our armed forces to this 
hemisphere. 

o o . 

Many citizens and newspapers, including this 
one, which pursued an anti-intervention policy 
until the President declared an unlimited na- 
tional emergency on May 27, 1941, favored poll- 
cies to keep this country out of war. But few 
were willing; as Clark was, to oppose measures 
like naval expansion and conscription, necessary 
for the country’s own protection. It has been 


charged that the Senator’s isolationism was of 
a deeper brand even than the isolationism of Sen- 
ators Nye and Wheeler and Representative Ham 
Fish. 

To judge by his votes of record and his public 
utterances, Senator Clark could not be depended 
upon to approve entrance of the United States 


into a strong international organization for the- 


preservation of the peace, since this might in- 
volve someé national sacrifices which he would 


_ be unwilling to make. 


While other former anti- interventioniste are 
agreed, now that we are in the war, that the fu- 
ture holds no hope of permanent peace without 
such an organization, the Senator hedges his 
postwar stand with reservations which give rise 
to the fear that he would be found with men like 
Col. McCormick, rather than with President 
Roosevelt or his Republican successor, if an ef- 
fective international organization were proposed. 

* * - 


In domestic matters, while the Senator has 
voted for some New Deal measures, his whole 
basic philosophy is opposed to that of the New 
Deal, Although scares of progressive measures 
have passed Congress during his two terms, it 
would be difficult to name one that bears his 
name or received hig ardent championship. On 
many occasions, though he wears the Democratic 
label and seeks the support of the Roosevelt or- 
ganization in election years, he hag been one of 
the New Deal’s most vocal critics. 

In this year of 1944, he voted to override the 
President's veto of the tax bill; against price 
subsidies, adopted as an anti-inflation measure; 
against reviving the food stamp plan; was paired 
against setting up the UNNRA, the international 
relief organization. He voted for the vicious 
McKellar amendment to make political pork of 
TVA; for laying the poll-tax bill aside and for 
the inflationary Bankhead cotton price amend- 
ment, Though the Senator is chairman of an 
important committee to determine postwar avla- 
tion policy, he refuses to say whether he is for 
a competitive system in the American tradition, 
or whether he is for the so-called “chosen instru- 
ment” policy, a monopolistic setup such as is 
favored by the lobby-wise Pan-American Airways.

As a young man, Senator Clark was the parlia- 
mentarian of the House of Representatives, of 


which hig father, Champ Clark, was Speaker. He 


has had a very long acquaintanceship with Wash- 
ington politicians and, during his 12 years as a 
Senator, has formed many strong alliances. He 
is a power both in the cloakroom and on the 
floor, where he has often used his knowledge of 
the intricacies of parliamentary procedure to 
great advantage. If the two-thirds rule for rati- 
fication of treaties is preserved, whereby 33 Sen- 
ators can scuttle a world-wide plan for peace, 
Clark might easily become a key figure, as Henry 
Cabot Lodge once was, 

To Senator Clark must be attributed great 
force of character, deep convictions and the cour- 
age to stand by them, come hell, come high water. 
But as an isolationist concerning world affairs 
and as a reactionary on many domestic issues, 
he lives in an era which is dead and gone. 

His defeat in August would be good insurance 
against the day when we will need forward-look- 
ing statesmen to organize a peaceful world, 


Sound Russian Policy in Romania 


Foreign Commissar Molotov three months ago 
promised the Romanians that, when the Red 
Army crossed their borders, nothing would be 
done to interfere with local conditions or insti- 
tutions. An innovation in the technique of oc- 
cupation thus was laid before the world. The 
pledge has been kept. Correspondent David 
Nichol, reporting on a three-day tour of the 
liberated Romanian area, finds that the Russians 
are holding strictly to a hands-off attitude, ex- 
cept for installing elementary health and secur- 
ity safeguards. 

It is clear from his account that in many re- 
spects a better job is being done than the AMG 
and other civil government authorities have done 
in the regions liberated by the British and Amer- 
icans. Seemingly, there is none of the confusion, 
red tape or wobbling of poliey that has taken 
the edge off the eager welcome which our forces 
originally received in Sicily, Italy and elsewhere. 
Mr. Nichol found in Romania “not the slightest 
suggestion of public tension or uneasiness.” 

The Russian military leaders are teaching the 
world some lessons in warfare. It appears that 
they also have some good lessons to teach in 
dealing with civilian populations.

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De Gaulle in Washington 


Gen. Charles de Gaulle arrives in Washing- 
ton today on a paradoxical mission. The cause 
of liberating France, which has been his guiding 
star since the dark days of 1940, is beginning to 
succeed, But the issue of recognition of his re- 
sistance group as the provisional government 
of France is still unsettled. 

The paradox is not Gen. De Gaulle’s alone; it 
is also President Roosevelt’s. He has spoken in 
glowing words of. French liberation, but it is his 
opposition, almost alone, that has prevented rec- 
ognition of De Gaulle’s committee and the full 
co-operation that is so needed for military vic- 
tory and peaceful reconstruction. 

The elaborate festivities for De Gaulle are 
merely the outward show, though the enthusi- 
asm, so far as the great majority of Americans 
are concerned, will be genuine. What will really 
count is the decisions made when our President 
and France’s leader meet at the White House. 
Will Mr. Roosevelt vitalize the whole French 
movement for regaining national liberty and es- 
tablishing democracy by recognizing the De 
Gaulle group’s title to leadership? The decision 
may be momentous in Europe’s future history.

The argument of the Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial of May 14, “One River, One Problem,” 
is that the TVA offers to the Missouri 
basin a way to develop all ‘the different 
beneficial uses of waters of the basin. It 
cites the fact that although the Tennessee 
Valley has this year had “a merciless rain- 
fall that for February was the heaviest in 
54 years,” so complete is the control that 
there have been no floods, 


The editorial says that the Pick Plan for 
flood control and irrigation is defective be- 
cause, (1) the irrigation states will not 
support it, (2) it will have to be admin- 
istered by the Army Engineers’ Corps, re- 
stricted by Congress to navigation and 
barred from the field of irrigation. In this 
part of its argument, the Post-Dispatch 


voices some of the objections of the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 


The Post-Dispatch concludes this notable 
editorial, which it specifically says is ad- 
dressed to the editors of the newspapers of 
the Great Plains area, by an appeal for 
unity. It says: 


“Yet is not all this our common problem? 
Will not all our interests be better served 
—be multipliled—by working together 
toward a common solution? In the past, 
we have splintered our lances against each 
other’s shields; blunted our swords to no 
purpose; divided ourselves into partisan 
camps in which the work of one was to 
nullify the work of the other. 


Unity Needed for Solution 


“The Missouri is one big river with one 
big problem. ... The destinies (of the peo- 
ple of the Missouri basin) are shaped by 
the river as the Nile these thousands of 
years has shaped the destinies of those 
who share its valley. ... With unity we 
can conquer the one big problem that the 
one big river challenges us to solve.” 


It is indeed gratifying to have the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch retract its charge that 
the people of the upper Missouri are try- 
ing to steal their own water and warring 
on navigation and flood control. 

We ask only, as now does the Post- 
Dispatch, for adequate protection for all 
beneficial uses of water which originates 
in our own territory. The justice of that 
argument, also, is irrefutable. 

The Missouri basin has been neglected 
for years, Its water resources have been 
lost; their destructive possibilities have not 
been prevented. Co-operative effort may now 
remedy this situation, may vastly advantage 
all of us. 


Brief, But the Whole Story

Tt would take volumes to contain all the 
words. used by public officials and others, 
including this newspaper, to explain the 
public necessity of the rationing program. 


The United States Supreme Court re- 
cently demonstrated that the case can be 
stated in just a few sentences. The court 
did this in its 8-to-1 decision upholding the 
right of the OPA to cut off oil to a Wash- 
ington, D. C., retailer, who delivered fuel 
to customers without getting ration cou- 
pons from them. 


The court said: 

“ . . Without rationing, the fuel tanks 
of a few would be full; the fuel tanks of 
many would be empty... . Allocation or 
rationing is designed to eliminate such in- 
equalities and to treat all alike who are 
similarly situated. The burdens are thus 
shared equally and limited supplies are 


a 


utilized for the benefit of the 
number.” 


What the court said there—with unas- 
sailable, demsocratic logic—applies, of 
course, to the rationing of food, shoes and 
other items the same as it does to oil. With- 
out rationing, people with the most money 
or the most “pull” would get their choice, 
or even all, of available supplies. Other 
people would have to do without, or get 
along with inferior items. This would be 
the opposite of democracy. 


The court found that the District of 
Columbia dealer was distributing a vital 
cOmmodity in “an inefficient, inequitable 
and wasteful way.” It properly held that 
this cannot be tolerated during war. “In 
time of war,” the court said, “the national) 
interest cannot wait on individual claims 
to preference.”

Trying to Diagnose Our Time, 
A Sociologist Goes Overboard 


“Diagnosis of Our Time,’’ by Karl Mannheim. (0x- 
ford University Press, New York.) 

This book bombards the reader with 
abstractions, and contains few novel illus- 
trations or specific applications of signifi- 
cance. To sum up hundreds of generaliza- 
tions in a brief review is not possible, but 
the following sampling of the author's 
thought—somewhat paraphrased, but un- 
distorted—may give some idea of his major 
contentions: 

A central world problem today is that 
“we are living in an age of transition from 
a laissez-faire to a planned society.” Plan- 
ning is inevitable; it’s just a question 
whether it is to be under totalitarian or 
democratic control, The “social techniques” 
(those psychological and “strategic” means 
for “conditioning” the thoughts and actions 
of the “masses”), which have been seized 
upon by the totalitarians to do Satan's 
work must be employed to foster democ- 
racy and creative social justice, 

o * . 


The great desideratum is “planning for 
freedom.” For this, leaders and “masses” 
must attain or be indoctrinated with “social 
awareness’—not “compartmental” (i. e, 
partial) awareness, but “total.” 

(Though he tries, the author does not 
satisfactorily explain what he means by 
“total awareness.” As a st@ategist and a 
scoffer at idealists, it is strange that he 
traffics with such a concept.) 

This education in total social awareness 
—which had better be along speedily if 
chaos is not to ensue—depends primarily 
on the “educationist” and the “representa- 
tives of the new social services” (who, in 
turn, are to be coached by the sociologists). 
“They, more than others, have the power 
to link up the regeneration of man with 
the regeneration of society.” 

(In other words, prophets, saints, poets, 
heroes, men of letters, statesmen are on 
notice that, despite their past record, they 
must now resign. themselves to play second 
fiddle in the “regeneration of society.” 

Much of the book goes into abstract 
questions of religion, morality and ethics. 
The author vainly endeavors to justify this 
prolonged digression (about 40 per cent of 
the book)—an embarrassing task for a so- 
ciologist who holds that “sociology is the 
most secularized approach to problems of 
human life.”

The author is a former professor of so- 
clology at the University of Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, and later was at the London 
School of Economics. Because of the fre- 
quent absence of adequate clarification of 
the abstract propositions in his book, it is 
not always clear where he stands, even in 
respect to his major thesis. 

When a person’s speech flows organically 
from his life, we may sometimes be able to 
detect the deeper meanings which his 


. words do not express. But an analyzing 


generalizer must wholly depend, for intel- 
ligibility, on his actual statements. For 
him no price is too high for the attain- 
ment of clarity of meaning, solidity of con- 
viction and the faculty of unambiguous 
exposition.

She has cul- 
tivated the same sort of 
that she would have 
“normally.” 

Vividly interested in social prob- 
lems, she has gone on pursuing 
her interests with the enlarged op- 
portunities which her position has 
afforded. Not being particularly 
fond of formal society, she has 
not gone in for it beyond the 
point of duty. 

Mrs. Dewey remarked that al- 
though little boys who aim to be 
President can set themselves for 
the role, little giris have never 
heen trained to become first 
ladies.

Initiative petitions, for amend- 
ing the Constitution of Missouri 
to establish the unicameral, or 
one-house, legislative system, will 
be filed tomorrow in the office of 
the Secretary of State at Jeffer- 
son City, it was announced today 
at. the St. Louis office of The Cru- 
saders, 706 Chestnut street. Mid- 
night tomorrow is the time limit 
for the filing of proposals to be 
placed on the ballot in the state 
and national election of Nov. 7. 

C. R. McClintick, executive sec- 
retary of The Crusaders, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that about 
30,000 signatures to the petitions 
had been obtained by canvassers 
in nine of the 13 Missouri con- 
gressional districts, including all 
three St. Louis districts. 

The legal requirement is for 5 
per cent of the number of votes 
cast for Supreme Court Judge in 
the last state election. in two- 
thirds of the congressional dis- 
tricts. McClintick estimated that 
18,000 signatures might suffice to 


'meet the requirement, and said 


there was sufficient “overage” to 
meet any reductions that might 
come from errors or irregularities. 

McClintick said the collecting of 
signatures had been in the hands 
of persons actively in the one- 
house proposal. He said some of 
the canvassers had been paid, but 
gave no figures on the amount so 
expended by-.the organization. 

In 1942, when it was first sought 
to place the unicameral proposal 
on the ballot, the organization 
employed two Springfield poli- 
ticians to circulate petitions in 
the Sixth District. The Spring- 
field men hired girls to copy 
names from telephone directories 
upon the petitions. This fraud, 


for which the St. Louis backers of | 


the movement were in no way re- 
sponsible, was discovered after 
the petitions were filed at Jeffer- 
son City, and one of the Spring- 
field men received a penitentiary 
sentence. The one-house move- 
ment was abandoned after this 
occurrence, 

The one-house plan, which has 
been tried with apparent success 
in Nebraska, was advocated in the 
Constitutional] Convention by 
Stratford Lee Morton of St. Louis 
County, but the Convention voted 
not to include it in the proposals 
which it will submit to the voters. 
Morton is still interested in the 
movement, McClintick said. If 
the proposal igs placed on the bal- 
lot, a majority vote of those vot- 
ing on the proposal will suffice 
for its adoption.

TONY’S POISE seldom is ruffled by irate citi- 
zens, being a man who has bagged more than 
4000 squirrels in his time, and those in the best 
parts of town. He does, however, have a 
definite reaction to squirrels. It is one of dislike. 
He is inclined to snort derisively when anyone 
tells him they are friends of man. “They are 
dangerous,” he said, “you don’t even dare stroke 
them. They get used to hopping around in the 
air all the time and they don't like to be touched. 
Not long ago, one that looked real tame I 
offered a nut. He came over and took it out of 
my hand and sat right up and ate it. Well, I 
stroked him, just thought I'd try it, but I barely 
touched the tips of the hairs on his back. He 
seemed to think that was all right.”

WHILE TONY IS directly in charge of squir- 
rel control, he takes his orders from higher up. 
Chief of Police Andrew McDonnell developed the 
program several years ago when squirrels moved 
into the heavily wooded suburb in such numbers 
they threatened to drive out taxpaying residents, 
what with their chewing and gnawing and breed- 
ing and their incessant thumping overhead, Some 
went so far as to cut holes in shingle roofs, 
though for the most part they entered attics by 
tunneling under the eaves. The Chief issued a 
few informal permits to shoot the animals, but 
it turned out that Webster Groves was not a 
community of marksmen. So he set about de- 
Vising a trap. 

The activities of the squirrel department are: 
confined to protecting homes. The Chief is not 
interested in gardens, Victory or otherwise. He 
points with pride to the big year of 1941 when 
960 animals were captured, and is abashed when 
he has to admit that only a little moré than 400 
were bagged last season. The current season 
opened a couple of weeks ago and from the looks 
of things, he said, it’s going to be terrific. “And 
I want to tell you,” he said proudly, “they are 
good healthy squirrels. The first batch we caught 
this year we had tested at Washington Univer- 
sity. Nota sign of hydrophobia in the lot. Not 


a sign of it.”

THE TRAPS ARE wire and wood affairs 
about the size of a baby’s crib and are so con- 
structed that the unsuspecting squirrel, which 
hat got a good whiff of cracked walnut bait, 
walks up a runway which suddenly tilts and 
drops him inside, Once there, he finds another 
trap, much emaller, and if he is more inquisitive 
‘than sensible, he gets inside the little trap in 
the same manner. When Tony runs his trapline, 
he opens a padlocked gate, takes the little trap 
out of the big one, replaces it, and puts the 
squirrel in his automobile. 

Walnuts have proved to be the most successful 
bait, Tony said, because they have a stronger 
smell than other nuts. “I once put a trap under 
a hickory nut tree,” he said, “right when the 
squirrels were cutting hickory nuts, which they 
don't do all the time. But they walked right in 
on those walnuts and in a few days we had 18.” 

When the squirrels have been captured, the 
problem of what to do with them arises. They 
are never killed. There was a time when the 
American Legion post at Freeburg, IIll., thought 
it would be a good idea to populate their squir- 
relless community: Every other day they would 
send two men to Webster Groves. They got 283 
squirrels and suddenly stopped coming. In Mis- 
souri, Cuba, Hillsboro and Westphalia have im- 
ported Webster Groves squirrels, and at present 
a lady from Rivermines is busily disposing of the 


catch.

“ALL SORTS OF PEOPLE ask for them,” 
McDonnell said. “Fellow will buy a farm, and 
right away he'll want squirrels. They migrate, 
and next year he'll want some more, I guess 
they don't migrate out of Webster because they 
get kinda domestic.” 

When no one wants the squirrels they are taken 
out in the country and dumped on the far side 
of the Meramec River Some people say they 
swim the river and come right back to Webster 
Groves. “I never saw anything like that,” Mc-

Bacon and Spaghetti Dish. 


Two cups quick-cooking spa- 
ghetti (one six-ounce package), 
two quarts water, one tablespoon 
salt, eight ounces bacon (12 slices), 
one cup sliced onion (two, me- 
dium), two tablespoons chopped 
green pepper, one cup chopped 
celery, two tablespoons flour, one 
No. 2 tin tomatoes (2% cups), 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, one-fourth pound 
grated American cheese (one cup), 

Cook spaghetti in water with 
salt for seven minutes. Drain. 
Do not rinse. Dice bacon, pan-fry 
until done, remove from fat. Drain 
off all but one-half cup of the 
drippings. To drippings in pan 
add onion, green pepper and cel- 
ery; cook over low heat about 10 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Do 
not brown vegetables. Add flour, 
then tomatoes, salt and sugar and 
bacon, Cook until mixture bubbles, 
then add spaghetti. Simmer 10 
minutes. Sprinkle cheese over 
top and continue simmering just 
until cheese melts. Four to six 
servings.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 
OT long ago I was told the 
N story of someone who was 
reading over letters of recom- 
mendation for a prospective em- 
ployee. These letters of recom- 
mendation were from people in 
pretty important positions. One 
was from Vice-President Wallace, 
and one was from Mr. Maury 
Maverick, and there were several 
others from gentlemen of similar 
importance, The reader looked 
up and shook his head, saying: 
“These letters prove what I have 
always thought: this man muat 
read PM and The Nation and The 
New Republic. He must be affill- 
ated with some subversive organi- 
zation.” 

It is curious the way some 
people seem to think that ff you 
read anything liberal or talk to 
any people whose ideas are not 
exactly similar to those of highly 
conservative groups, you must of 
necessity be a radical. We live in 
a country in which our proud 
boast for many years has been 
that we could hold to any ideas 
that we choose to believe in. Our 
boast has been that we could 
speak our minds on any subject 
and in any way we chose, and we 
would be protected in our right to 
hold to our beliefs or to express 
ourselves as we pleased. 

The war has’ changed this 
somewhat, but never enough to 
intimidate great numbers of peo- 
ple. A few people in Washing- 
ton who hold minor positions 
have been troubled by Investiga- 
tion into their private lives or 
into their political views and ac- 
tivities. That perhaps is almost 
inevitable in wartime, though I 
have wondered sometimes why 
one group seemed to be so much 
more the object of investigation 
than certain other groups. Never- 
theless, I think we can pride. our- 
selves on having kept our own 
sense of security fairly intact 
even during the period of war. 
This security is the basis for all 
free beliefs and expression. 

Before long we will emerge 
from this period of war, and 
then we will face our real test. 
Have we been permanently in- 
fluenced by a war psychology or 
will we return to the complete 
confidence we had in ourselves in 
the past? Will we be sure that 
the majority of our people are 
sane men and women of good 
will, with convictions and inten- 
tions which will make it quite 
possible for this country to gov- 
ern itself by the will of the ma- 
jority? Will we be sure that we 
can remain unharmed by the in- 


—— 


fluence and expressions of those 
who may either be too radical or 
too conservative for our taste, or 
who may have some particular 
“phobias” which we do not share 
as a people? 

There are ways, of course, in 
which we are not very mature as 
a nation. Many peoples have 
shown through their art and lit- 
erature that they have gone be- 
yond the particular point in civil- 
ization which we have attained, 
but there is a virility and a spon- 
taneous youth about this country 
which ought to contribute much 
to the rebuilding of the destruc- 
tion in every field in the wake of 
this war. To do it, however, we 
must again have confidence in 
the character and good sense of 
the majority of our people,

Doctor on 
Epidemics 
In Summer

OLIOMYELITIS, or infantile 
P paralysis, is one of the few in- 
fectious diseases that occurs 
predominantly in the summer- 
time. It usually starts its upward 
swing in June and reaches its 
peak incidence in September. 
Every year since 1907 there has 
been a more or less wide spread 
epidemic in the United States and 
last year there were 12,404 cases 
reported, so we may expect an- 
other epidemic this year and the 


National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis is preparing its defenses, 


including placing respirators at 
atrategic geographic positions, ar- 
ranging for increased hospital 
facilities, surveying transporta- 


tion facilities, such as ambulances 
and providing wool for the Kenny 
hot pack treatment. 


The Foundation which went all 
out for the Kenny treatment be- 
cause of the dramatic popular ap- 
peal Sister Kenny made and re- 
fused further support to many 
hospitals (such as the Shriner’s 
Hospital for Crippled Children, 
St. Louis, Mo., where various 
hopeful orthopedic measures were 
being tried) has trained many 
hundred technicians and doctors 
in the Kenny method and there 
are thousands of others familiar 
with it over the country. 


But a word of calm optimism 
should be said to every parent 
who may be faced with the fears 
of an epidemic this summer and 
who do not live near a station 
where Kenny treatment is avail- 
able. They become imbued with 
the idea that if Kenny treatment 
cannot be had for their child pa- 
ralysia of grave extent is bound 
to occur.

THE FACT IS that most chil- 
dren who get: poliomyelitis fever 
recover without any paralysis at 
all. Study of the Chicago epi- 
demic of 1943, which has just 
been announced in “The Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion,” shows that without Kenny 
treatment 73 per cent of the pa- 
tients recovered without paralysis 
or weakness of any kind, and a 
further nine per cent have only a 
Slight functional wenkness which 
does not interfere with a normal 
life. There were 10 per cent of 
the patients who were left with 
severe enough disability to re- 
braces or surgery. The 
other eight per cent of the pa- 
tients died. 


This compares very favorably 
with Sister Kenny’s own statis- 
tics of her results. She wrote in 
1943—“This would mean over 80% 
full recoveries.” You will note in 
the Chicago epidemic there were 
738% full recoveries and 9% par- 
tial recoveries, which is 82% sat- 
isfactory recoveries. Sister Kenny 
never mages a sufficiently scien- 
tific statement for anyone to be 
able to determine to what extent 
the recoveries she claims are par- 
tinl or complete. 

+ + * 

EVERY PARENT, I think, 
would be comforted by knowing 
what the nature of the disease is, 
While we do not know how the 
contagion gets into the body or 
how it is spread from one person 
to the other, we do know the con- 
tagion has a special affinity for 
certain cells in the spinal cord. It 
starts with a fever like any other 
contagion. The cells in the spinal 
cord which are motor cells send- 
ing nerves to muscles are almost 
always irritated, so that the mus- 
cles they supply have spasms and 
spasmodic contractures. This 
symptom does not necessarily 
mean that these muscles are going 
to be paralyzed. It is these spasms 
that the Kenny treatment is di- 
rected against with hot packs to 
relieve the contractions of the 
muscles, To that extent it is a 
helpful and relieving procedure. 

If the inflammation around the 
spinal cord cells goes past the 
stage of irritation to that of de- 
struction, paralysis will result. 
This occurs, however, ifn only 
about one out of five cases in any 
epidemic. It has not been proved 
that hot. packs applied to spas- 
modic muscles will prevent the 
development of the paralysis if 
the nerve cells are deeply in- 
flamed. 


The treatment used in the Chi- 
cago epidemic was absolute bed 
rest, as nearly a normal] diet as 
possible, with extra pushing of 
fluids in the more serious cases. 
Most of the patients received con- 
valescent or adult blood serum,

When some day he fails to 
win the place you coveted for him, 
remember he is the child of your 
being, the child of a long line of 
beings, and not his own creation, 
He is struggling as you are atrug- 
ging, to make the best of what he 
has to do with. Don’t compare 
him with that dream child and 
wish you could send him back and 
get another in his stead. He will 
know if you do, and the knowl- 
edge will break his heart. 


And if you have adopted a child, 
and have discovered that he is not 
the dream child, don’t toy with 
the notion that you can send him 
back. You assumed responsibility 
for a flesh and blood child. Make 
the best of him as he is trying to 
make the best of the situation in 
which he finds himself, The dream 


is fine. It is a relief and an escape 
from the pressure of actualities, 
but the child you have is the one 
that counts.

It is fine to teach children to be 
useful, helpful human beings. 
Training for usefulness is the best 
sort of training. But it is not all 
of childhood, We must be watch- 
ful to make sure that we do not 
make too much use of the children 
while training them for useful- 
ness. 

We should be training the chil- 
dren for their own sakes, not ours, 
We should measure the righteous- 
ness of every duty we ask of them 
by the effect on their intelligence 
and character. Will caring for the 
baby for an hour make this little 
girl] more motherly, more inter- 
ested in children and better able 
to rear them well? Will this child 
who is learning to cook and serve 


a meal be more interested in cook- 
ing for a family because of this 
experience, or will she long tg be 
rid of cooking for the rest of her 
life because we imposed our duty 
on her pretending all the while to 
be helping her grow into useful- 
ness? Usefulness to whom? To the 
children or to the tgacher, to the 
mother, to other brothers and 
sisters who may take selfish ad- 
vantage? 

There is always the danger of 
getting over the line here. When 
a child is willing to help, willing 
to learn, is cheerful in serving 
others, unless one is especially 
careful that child will be worked 
beyond the point where education 
becomes drudgery. Drudgery in 
childhood is a deadly thing. It 
destroys and deadens the epirit. 


‘hildren need play, sunshine, 
enjoyment of freedom in the open. 
Even when the weather is so bad 
that children cannot get out to 
play they need to have free time 
in which they can choose their oc- 
cupation and enjoy it without feel- 
ing the pressure of older people 
upon them, 

The best way out is to plan the 
day a little. Have some idea as to 
what a child is to do, and when. 
This may change daily in detail 
but the basic plan of duty, play, 
free time, should stand. All three 
are essential to the growth of 
healthy, intelligent children. Some- 
thing useful and helpful is to be 
done daily. Hours of play in the 
open air with child companions 
are as necessary as nourishing 
food. Such associations nourish 
mind and body and children learn 
from each other in play far more 
than they learn from. grownup 
people. Free time in the house is 
necessary, too, because it is in 
these free happy hours that chil- 
dren get the feeling of home and 
folks and kinship, They are what 
bind children to their homes and 
those who make their homes, in 


affection. 
As usual, it is the middle of 
road in this matter of teaching 


usefulness that is safest. Never 
too much—just enough to make 
growth pleasant and sure.
